Subject: Review of Anti-dumping duties concerning imports of Potassium Permanganate final findings. 


No. 38/3/97-ADD.— Having regard to the Customs Tariff Act 1975 as amended in 1995 

and the Customs Tariff (Identification, Assessment and Collection of Anti Dumping Duty on 

Dumped Articles and for Determination of Injury) Rules, 1995, thereof: 

A. PROCEDURE 

1. The Procedure described below has been fol.owed: 

i. The Designated Authority (hereinafter referred to as the Authority) issued a public 
notice vide Notification no. 38/3/97-ADD dated the 16 th January, 1998, initiating 
review of definitive Anti Dumping Duty recommended on imports of Potassium 
Permanganate originating in or exported from Peoples Republic of China vide 
notification no. 144 dated the 8 th August, 1995 and definitive Anti Dumping Duties 
imposed by the Central Government on 05.09.1995. 

ii. The investigations concluded by the Authority vide Notification No. 144 dated 8th 
August, 1995 have been referred to as “the previous investigations’’; 

iii. The Authority Issued a public notice dated 16th January,1998 published in the 
Gazette of India, Extraordinary, initiating review of anti dumping duty concerning 
imports of Potassium Permanganate, classified under custom heading 2841.60.01 of 
Schedule I of the Customs Tariff Act, 1975 and under No 2841.60.01 of ITC(Based 
on Harmonized Commodity Discription &Coding)originating in or exported from 
Peoples Republic of China (also referred to as the subject country hereinafter); 

iv. The Authority forwarded a copy of the public notice to all the known exporters and 
industry associations (whose details were made available by M/s. Universal Chemical 
& Industries Pvt. Ltd., the petitioner in the previous investigations) and gave them an 
opportunity to make their views known in writing in accordance with the rule 6(2); 

v. The Authority forwarded a copy of the public notice to all the known importers and 
consumers of Potassium Permanganate in India (whose details were made available 
by M/s. Universal Chemical & Industries Pvt. Ltd. in the previous investigations) and 
advised them to make their views known in writing within forty days from the date of 
the letter; 

vi. Request was made to the Central Board of Excise and Customs (CBEC) to arrange 
details of imports of Potassium Permanganate in India during the past three years, 
including the period of review. No information was however, received from CBEC; 

vii. The Authority sent a questionnaire, to elicit relevant information, to M/s. China 
National Chemical Import & Export Corp. and M/s, Gunga Dong Chemicals & Import 
& Export Corp., India. Peoples Republic of China., in accordance with the rule 6(4). 
The companies, however, have not filed response to the questionnaire;

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vlii. The Embassy of Peoples Republic of China in New Delhi was Informed about the 
initiation of the review in accordance with rule 6(2) with a request to advise the 
exporters/producers from their country to respond to the questionnaire within the 
prescribed time, A copy of the letter and questionnaire sent to the exporters was 
also sent to the Embassy, alongwith a list of known exporters/producers,, None of 
the exporter/producer, however, filed any response; 


ix. A questionnaire was sent to the following importers and/or consumers of Potassium 
Permanganate in India calling for necessary information in accordance with rule 
6(4): 

♦ Ajay Metachem. Pvt. Ltd., Pune. 

♦ Armour Chemical Ltd., Bombay. 

♦ Ansar & Co., Bombay. 

♦ CSC Corp., Bombay. 

♦ U.S. Vitamins Ltd., Bombay. 

♦ Sparkling Traders Pvt. Ltd., Thane. 

♦ Jetsons, Thane. 

♦ Supreme India International, Bombay. 

No response was received from any of these Importers/ consumers. 

x. A questionnaire was sent to M/s. Universal Chemical & Industries Pvt. Ltd. (referred 
to as Universal Chemical hereinafter) calling for necessary Information. M/s. 
Universal Chemical filed its response;

xi. The Authority held a public hearing on 25.05.1998 to hear the views orally, which 
was attended by M/s. Universal Chemicals only. The party attending the public 
hearing was requested to file written submissions of the views expressed orally. 

xii. The Authority kept available non-confidentlal version of the evidence presented by 
various interested parties in the form of a public file maintained and kept open for 
inspection by any interested party; 

xiil. Investigation was carried out for the period starting from 1st January, 1997 to 31 st 
December, 1997. 

xlv. **** in this notification represents information furnished by the petitioner on 
confidential basis and so considered by the Authority under the Rules. 

xv. In accordance with Rule 16 of the Rules supra, the essential facts/basis considered 
for these findings were disclosed to all known interested parties and oomments 
received, if any, on the same have also been duly considered in these findings. 

B. VIEWS OF UNIVERSAL CHEMICAL:- 

2. The Petitioner M/s. Universal Chemical have made the following submisslons:- 

(i) Subsequent to the imposition of Anti-Dumping Duty, the CIF prices on the import of 
Potassium Permanganate have increased but the reduction of custom duties has 
nullified to a great extent the beneficial effect that have accrued to the domestic 
industry. During the POI, the petitioner have incurred losses primarily due to 
Increase in imports of Chinese Potassium Permanganate in India and the reduction 
of custom duties on imports. 

(ii) The reduction in the Anti-Dumping Duty or its removal would result In recurrence of 
dumping.

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(ill) The cost of production of the domestic industry is highly competitive and efficient 
and the domestic industry was able to realise better prices In exports to the 
developed countries Indicating that the domestic producers are efficient. However, 
the domestic industry was not in a position to make profit in the domestic market 
entirely due to Chinese prices even after the imposItiocLof anti-dumping duties. 


C. VIEWS OF EXPORTERS. IMPORTERS AND OTHER INTERESTED PARTIES 

3. None of the exporters/producers, importers have responded to the Authority and 
offered any comments. 


D EXAMINATION BY AUTHORITY 

4. The submissions made by M/s. Universal Chemicals, importers, consumers and 
other interested parties have been examined, considered and, wherever appropriate, 
dealt hereinafter. 

E. PRODUCT UNDER CONSIDERATION. DOMESTIC INDUSTRY AND LIKE 

ARTICLES 

5. The final findings notified earlier with regard to the product under consideration, 
domestic industry and like articles remain unchanged. 

F DUMPING 

Normal value 

6. The Authority sent exporters questionnaire to the known exporter for the purpose of 
determination of normal value in accordance with Section 9A(1)c. However, none of 
the exporters responded to the Authority nor furnished any Information. The 
Authority, therefore, holds that none of the exporters from the subject country have 
co-operated with the Authority as envisaged under the Rules. The Authority also 
holds that the primary responsibility to establish normal value of Potassium 
Permanganate In Peoples Republic of China rests with the exporters/producers, who 
have failed to co-operate with the Authority. 


7. The Authority notes that there were imports of Potassium Permanganate In India 
originating in or exported from Peoples Republic of China during the period of 
review. But the Importers of Potassium Permanganate during the period of review 
have not co-operated with the Authority and have not furnished any information. The 
details of actual expenditure incurred by these importers on import of Potassium 
Permanganate from Peoples Republic of China are, therefore, not available. 

8. M/s. Universal Chemicals have furnished information with regard to normal value of 
the product under reference. The company has claimed normal value of Potassium 
Permanganate in Peoples Republic of China on the basis of the prices of Input cost 
generally as are prevalent in India. The cost of Caustic Potash is a significant 
input in the production of the product under reference. For the prices of actual 
Caustic Potash of Chinese Origin, the company has furnished a copy of the fax 
message from M/s. Urai Implex dated 23.03.1998 indicating CIF input price for 
supply of Caustic Potash from China to India @ US$760 per Mts. After deducting 
freight from China to India @ US$40 per Mts., the FOB China price for Caustic 
Potash works out to US$720 per Mts. Appropriate adjustment have been made for 
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the traders margin to arrive at the cost of Caustic Potash in China for working out 
the normal value. In view of the non co-operation from the exporters/producers 
from China, the normal value has been considered on the basis of the information 
furnished by the petitioner. For the cost of production of other Inputs like 
Manganese Di-Oxide, energy cost and other manufacturing and selling cost, the 
actual cost and prices prevailing in the domestic industry have been adopted for 
evaluating the normal value, 


9. M/s. Universal Chemicals have furnished month-wise and country-wise details of 
imports of Potassium Permanganate Into India on the basis of information compiled 
by the DGCI&S, Calcutta, This information has been relied upon for determination of 
export price. The data as per DGCI&S, Calcutta is GIF In India and therefore 
appropriate adjustment have been made for the ocean freight as claimed by the 
petitioner, in view of the non co-operation from the exporters/importers. Since the 
dumping margin is significant and no information Is available from the 
exporters/producers, the FOB prices have considered as the Ex-Works Prices and 
no adjustments have been made for the inland freight. 


10 Since none of the exporters from the subject country and importers in India have 
responded to the Authority, the Authority has not determined dumping margins for 
individual exporters. The Authority took Into account the information furnished by 
M/s. Universal Chemicals, as no other party has furnished any factual information 
with sufficient evidence, for the purpose of fair comparison between the normal value 
and the export price and compare normal value with weighted average export price. 
The comparison has been considered as on ex-works basis. The comparison shows 
dumping margin of 56% of export price. 

G. INJURY : 

11. Consequent to the reduction in the customs duty, the imports from China of 
Potassium Permanganate have increased during 1996-97 and also during the POI. 
The imports in India in 1995-96 were 80 MTs which increased to 110 MTs in 
1996-97. The Imports in India during POI was 250 MTs. 

12. Due to increased Imports of Potassium Permanganate, the capacity utilisation of the 
domestic industry has declined from 84.85% in 1996-97 to 74.85% in the POI. 

13 Inspite of reduction of production during POI, the Inventories have increased from 
61.75 Mts. in March, 1997 to 118 MT in December, 1997. 


H CAUSAL LINK : 

14. With the increase in the imports, the total market share of the domestic industry has 
declined significantly during the POI. The market share of the domestic industry 
was 89% in 1996-97. However, during the POI, it has declined to 80% . 

15. The profitability of the domestic industry from domestic sales has also declined from 
Rs.6.06 lakhs In 1995-96 to Rs (-)2.49 lakhs in 1996-97. The profitability during POI 
was (-) Rs.1.87 lakhs. 
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16. Inspite of the increase in the average sales realisations for the domestic industry, the 
domestic industry has suffered losses, indicating that the industry was not able to 
increase the prices commensurate with increased cost of production due to increase 
imports. 

LANDED VALUE: 

17. The landed value of Imports from Peoples Republic of China has been calculated 
based on the Imports information available from the DGCI&S, Calcutta, during POI, 
after adding the prevailing level of customs duties and one percent landing and two 
percent handling charges. The dumping duty in force on imports from Peoples 
Republic of China has not been included in the landed values. 

J. FINAL FINDINGS 

18. The Authority concludes, after considering the foregoing, that: 

• Potassium Permanganate originating in or exported from Peoples Republic of China 
has been exported to India below its normal value; 

• the domestic Industry would suffer material injury In case the anti-dumping duty in 
force is removed; 

• the injury to the domestic industry would be caused from imports from Peoples 
Republic of China in case the anti-dumping in force Is removed. 

19. It is considered appropriate to continue the imposition of anti dumping duty on 
imports of Potassium Permanganate originating in or exported from Peoples 
Republic of China. 

20. It was considered whether the duty recommended earlier would be sufficient to 
prevent the injury to the domestic industry. The weighted average landed price of the 
imports, for the purpose, was compared with the fair selling price of the domestic 
industry determined for the period of investigation. Wherever the difference is lower 
than the dumping margin, determined as detailed hereinabove, a duty lower than the 
dumping margin is recommended. Accordingly, It is recommended that anti dumping 
duty shall be the difference between Rs.61,153/-(Rupees: Sixty One Thousand One 
Hundred Fifty Three Only) and the landed value of the imports subject to a minimum 
of 4,532/-(Rupees: Four Thousand Five Hundred Thirty Two Only) be imposed, from 
the date of notification to be issued in this regard by the Central Government, on all 
imports of Potassium Permanganate, falling under Chapter 28 of the Customs Tariff, 
originating in or exported from Peoples Republic of China. 

21 Landed value of imports for the purpose shall be the assessable value us as 
determined by the Customs Act, 1962 and all duties of customs except duties levied 
under Section 3, 3A, 8B and 9, 9A of the Customs Tariff Act, 1975. )h 

22. Subject to above, the final findings notified vide Notification No. 144 dated the 8 
August,1995 remains unaltered. 

23. An appeal against this order shall lie to the Customs, Excise and Gold (Control) 
Appellate Tribunal In accordance with the Act supra.
